It's  not  easy  being  a  guinea  pig  and  62  year-old  Barney 
Clark  knew  Ihis  when  he  decided  to  replace  his  disease- 
ridden  heart  wilh  a  permanent,  man-made  Jarvlk-7 heart. 

Unfortunately,  Clark's  other  organs  gave  out,  and  he  died 
March  Z3.  The  Jarvtk-T  heart,  however,  still  beat  when 
Clark' a  circulatory  system  collapsed. 

The  man-made  heart  gave  Clark  112  eilra  days  of  life.  and. 
even  though  Clark  lost  his  battle,  he  enabled  doctors  to  win 
one  la  the  on-going  war  against  heart  disease,  the  nation's 
number  one  killer.  His  death  did  not  discourage  future  im- 
plants similar  to  this  one 

Clark  knew  he  might  die,  but  decided  to  face  death  hoping 
to  benefit  mankind.
